WASHINGTON - (NEA) - The 
clearest statement yet on Eisen­ 
hower administration 
policies is 
contained in the 53 specific recom­ 
mendations of the President’s new 
economic report. 
Many 
Eisenhower enthusiasts 
may not realize there is such a 
thing as an administration pro­ 
gram. 
When they say they are 
all-out Eisenhower supporters and 
would like to see him serve a sec­ 
ond term, they are speaking 
in 
terms 
of personal 
loyalty to a 
hero leader. 
Ask the average Ike man what 
the President’s program is, how­ 
ever, 
and you’ll probably get a 
blank stare or a general state­ 
ment he’s for a balanced budget 
and peace. 
From 
Eisenhower’s 
opponents 
there might come an answer that 
the President is for the GOP, big 
business and special privelege, or 
that he has done nothing for or­ 
ganized labor and the farmers. 


ONE LOOK at the President’s 
recommendations 
in his 
annual 
Economic Report to Congress out­ 
lines the policies. 
What emerges is a 12-point pro­ 
gram of farm relief, reduction of 
unemployment, increased earnings 
for low-income 
groups, 
greater 
social security for older people, 
greater aid for victims of disas­ 
ter, 
more slum 
clearance and 
public housing, aid to education 
and hospital fa e rie s , encourage­ 
ment of higher education, expan­ 
sion of i n t e r n a t i o n a l trade, 
strengthening of antitrust law en­ 
forcement, continuation of exist­ 
ing tax rates and increasing the 
stability of the expanding U. 
S. 
economy. 
There are from two to nine de­ 
tailed 
recommendations 
under 
each 
of these 
main 
headings. 
Careful studies, they constitute a 
political challenge to the New and 
Fair Deal. 
In fact, 
this Eisenhower pro­ 
gram is so liberal in many of its 
aspects that some Democrats may 
charge that its provisions were 
borrowed 
from 
them. 
Extreme 
liberals may say its recommenda­ 
tions don’t go far enough. But re­ 
actionary Republicans will say it 
is far too left wing.

EISENHOWER’S 
State of the Union message was 
in broad generalities.

Flood Threat in 
California Eases 


I

A levee held and rains slackened 
in sodden Los Angeles today, eas­ 
ing 1 he threat of a major flood. 
Two days of continuous rain bat­ 
tered the nation’s third larget city 
with the worst storm in almost 20 
years. 
At the height of the crisis 
more than 1.000 persons in the 
metropolitan area fled their homes. 
The worst of the flood threats 
appeared to be passing in the Long 
Beach area. The Little Los Angeles 
river, normally only a trickle, had 
threatened to crash through a levee 
and flood the homes of 35,000 per­ 
sons. 
But the sandbagged levee 
held and the river was falling to­ 
day. 
The only possible flood casualty 
was a 7-year-old San Gabriel boy 
who was last seen late Thursday 
playing near a rain-flooded chan­ 
nel. 
Authorities feared he had 
drowned. 
Earlier, more than 500.000 chil­ 
dren were released from school 
during the 7:36 inch downpour. 
Many businesses and industries al­ 
so were forced to close down. 
Floods also plagued California’s 
, central valley, where 500 persons 
were evacuated from the Visalia 
area, Lnd the storm took the form 
of heavy snow’ in the Pacific North 
west. 
Five inches of snow fell on Port­ 
land, Ore., in six hours, and To­ 
ledo, Wash., reported a three-inch 
snowfall. 
Rain and drizzle stretched from 
the Gulf coast into Oklahoma and 
Arkansas early today. There was 
freezing drizzle and two inches of 
I snow’ in parts of Missouri and more
